What He Said At Ottawa 


Hansard extract from Hon. Mr. 
Meighen's speech, June 21st, 1917, 
page 2648; 

“We of English-speaking Canada 


have the kindest feelings towards 
our French-Canadian compatriots. 
We realize that there are certain 


considerations having to do with 
this subject of recruiting Uhat apply 
to them that do not apply with the 
same forve to us, I want to say to 
the members from Quebec that this 
bill as drafted is not intended to, 
and will not, if I understand the 
bill, work unfairly to that province. 
Rather, on the other hand, for just 
and good reasons——not because that 
province desires any favoritism, for 
it gets no favoritism, but for just 
and good reasons—this bill in its 
results will work more lightly on 
the province of Quebec than on any 
other province in Canada, 

“In what way will it work so 
lightly? In the first place, the 
province of Quebec is an agricul- 
tural province. A much larger 
proportion of the population of that 
province is engaged in agriculture 
than is the case at least with any 
other of the old provinces of Can- 
ada. Agriculture is one of our 
essential industries, our greatest es- 


sential industry, necessarily em- 
ploying much the largest propor- 
tion of our population, Conse- 


quently, under the terms of the billy 
the exemptions to agriculture will 
far outnumber the exemptions to 
other avocations of our people. 
Therefore, the exemption clauses, 
applied evenly and fairly all over 
this Dominion, as is the intent, will, 
for just and good and sound rea- 
sons, be of more value to the pro- 
vinee of Quebec than to any other 
provinee of Canada, 

“Secondly, in the province of 
Quebec, the young men marry at an 
earlier age than in the English 
provinces, It is a custom that de- 
serves commendation. How does 
that affect the operation of this 
Act? Under this Act, the first 
three classes to be called out em- 
brace only unmarried men between 
the ages of 20 and 34. Under those 
three classes it is not impossible 
that the whole 100,000 may be 
secured, and, in that case, the Act 
will apply to a smaller proportion 
in the province of Quebec than in 
any other province. 


“This, however, is the case not 
because the bill makes favorites, 
but because the bill is fair, It is 


for good, sound and sufficient rea- 
son, and is in the general interests 
of the State, Consequently, this 
bill, so far from being designed or 
framed to result in unfairness to 
the province of Quebec, will, on the 
contrary, in its practical effects, for 
good and sufficient reasons of 
State, fall more lightly on Quebec 
than on any other province,”
